Draw- 
ing is  a  concrete  language  for  the  expression  of  ideas;  it  also  develops  an  appre- 
ciation of  beauty. 

North  Side's  art  classes  give  one  an  opportunity  to  delve  into  the  formula  for 
beauty  and  originality — art.  Students  soon  learn  to  appreciate  the  artistry  to 
be  found  in  modern  and  ancient  art  and  are  given  the  opportunity  to  use  their 
talents  and  to  develop  their  latent  abilities  in  creations  of  their  own.  Art  will 
prove  to  be  a  very  helpful  and  educational  benefit  in  the  student's  future.  The 
time  has  never  been  better  for  opportunity.  Painters,  designers,  architects,  print- 
ers,  craftsmen — the  future  world  lies  in  their  hands. 
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"Teachers  of  the  business  department  fully  realize  that  the  period 
of  getting  a  job  anytime,  anywhere,  will  eventually  end,"  says  Mr. 
Leslie  Reeves,  head  of  the  North  Side  business  department,  "and  to 
train  pupils  thoroughly,  so  they  will  be  valued  by  employers  when  busi- 
ness positions  become  harder  to  get,  is  our  task." 

Since  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  many  business  practices  and 
principles  is  needed  in  preparing  pupils  for  going  into  the  business 
world,  the  business  department  divides  the  course  into  three  curricula: 
general  business,  clerical  business,  and  stenographic  business.  Six 
capable  teachers  lead  students  through  accounting,  business  law,  book- 
keeping, business  administration,  consumer  economics,  shorthand,  typ- 
ing, and  clerical  practice  to  become  the  efficient  businessmen,  secre- 
taries, and  office  workers  of  the  future.

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World  War  II  has  been  fought  and  won,  but  the  peace  has  not.  The  most 
vital  problem  of  any  age  confronts  the  citizens  of  tomorrow — the  students  of  to- 
day. The  entire  social  science  department,  headed  by  Miss  Marian  Bash,  Is  doing 
its  utmost  to  create  Informed  citizens  who  will  know  the  facts  of  history  and  be 
capable  of  solving  the  difficult  problems  facing  the  world  today.  The  principal 
aim  of  this  department,  however.  Is  to  make  of  each  student  a  good  citizen,  a 
citizen  who  will  be  an  asset  to  his  country  and  community  as  long  as  he  lives. 

Knowledge  of  the  past,  awareness  of  current  problems,  devotion  to  demo- 
cratic Ideals,  and  capacity  to  advance  such  traditions — these  are  Its  educational 
goals. 
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The  mathematics  department  of  North  Side  has  a  major  portion  of 
the  school's  responsibility  to  make  a  success  of  its  students.  Looking 
at  mathematics  in  the  practical  light  shows  one  that  huge  rewards  can 
be  reaped  from  Its  study.  Mathematics  Is  a  basic  science  and  is  there- 
fore used  as  a  foundation  for  all  the  sciences;  no  matter  what  branch 
of  science  is  preferred,  mathematics  will  be  used. 

Four  years  of  math,  which  consists  of  algebra,  geometry,  and  trig- 
onometry, provide  a  firm  background  for  any  future  scientist. 

The  student  who  studies  mathematics  only  one  or  two  years  reaps 
large  benefits  from  this  study.  Any  amount  of  math  will  enable  one  to 
have  clearer  thinking,  a  thing  which  the  world  sorely  needs  today.

Phew,  that  smell!  Weather  sure  is  unpredictable!  Interesting  subject,  frogs! 
That's  what  the  book  says!  Pass  me  the  micro,  Harry!  .  .  .  are  typical  ejaculations 
frequently  heard  in  those  enclosures  of  human  knowledge,  the  science  class- 
rooms. Science  classes  contain  Einsteins  and  also  that  low  form  of  individual  who 
is  constantly  seeking  new  heights  of  humor  by  creating  an  irritating  gas  or  by 
using  the  humble  worm  as  a  source  of  surprise. 

Science  strives  to  attain  two  important  changes  in  a  student's  life  and  manner 
of  thinking:  that  of  making  him  reason  scientifically  by  disregarding  emotions,  and 
that  of  teaching  him  to  live  understandingiy  and  Intelligently  with  the  rest  of  the 
world.    The  five  laboratory  sciences  taught  at  North  Side  accomplish  these  aims. 
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Drawing,  metal,  and  wood  courses  comprise  the  North  Side  indus- 
trial arts  department.  In  mechanical  drawing,  students,  coached  by 
Mr.  Tourist  Thompson,  learn  the  various  ways  of  expressing  their 
thoughts  with  T-square,  drawing  board,  and  pencil. 

Tomorrow's  builders  apply  and  improve  their  skills  in  the  metal 
and  woodworking  departments.  Various  phases  of  the  wood  shop, 
supervised  by  Mr.  hHarry  Thomas,  are  house  construction,  millwork, 
woodturning,  and  finishing.  In  the  metal  department,  headed  by  Mr. 
Ruthford  Smuts,  students  learn  the  rudiments  of  machine  shop,  geo- 
metrical sheet  metal  construction,  the  fundamental  operations  of  power 
machinery,  and  foundry  practice.  In  the  study  of  foundry  work, 
students  are  taught  to  put  their  ideas  into  solid  metals;  castings  of 
all  sorts  are  also  metaled  in  this  course.

Serious  thinking,  though,  should  make  all  Redskins  feel  extremely  proud  of 
their  convenient  gymnastic  facilities  and  particularly  proud  of  possessing  the 
only  swimming  pools  in  the  city's  three  public  high  schools.  The  able  instruc- 
tors of  the  sports  department  should  also  receive  honors  for  their  untiring  efforts 
in  promoting  better  sportsmanship  among  the  students  and  in  building  better 
bodies  through  the  execution  of  an  extensive   physical   fitness   program. 

Instruction  in  calisthenics  and  body  building  and  indoor  and  outdoor  sports 
make  up  the  curricula  of  this  program  sponsored  by  the  physical  education  de- 
partment of  North  Side. 
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"There's  music  aloft  in  the  air  .  .  .  Now  it's  high,  now  it's  low,  here 
and  there.  There's  a  harmony  floating,  floating  along."  These  words 
of  Thomas  hHood  suggest  the  melodies  of  singing  voices  and  the  echoing 
tones  of  the  instruments  of  the  music  department. 

Varner  Chance  and  Raymond  Beights  conduct  vocal  groups,  includ- 
ing A  Cappella,  Training  Choir,  Girls'  Choir,  and  beginning  and 
advanced  chorus  classes;  Robert  Shambaugh  extends  his  direction 
to  the  band.  Various  vocal  and  instrumental  ensembles,  namely,  girls' 
trio  and  quintet,  mixed  quartet  and  octet,  and  flute,  brass,  and  wood- 
wind groups,  are  under  the  leadership  of  one  or  another  of  the  three 
directors.

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The  subject  matter  of  the  Home  Economics  department  is  divided  into 
three  divisions:  cooking,  sewing,  and  home  nursing.  In  cooking  the  girls  learn 
to  select  foods  for  health  and  to  form  food  habits  that  will  keep  the  body  in 
good  physical  condition.  Practical  applications  of  all  culinary  arts  are  tested 
by  laboratory. 

Courses  In  sewing  are  designed  to  give  the  pupil  an  understanding  of  color, 
line,  design,  and  clothing  techniques.  The  ability  to  choose  suitable  materials 
and  patterns  within  the  range  of  the  family  income  and  community  standing 
is  also  developed.  Home  nursing  and  planning  emphasize  the  practical  factors 
of  home  life,  selection  of  furnishings,  and  architectural  styles.  The  apartment 
serves  as  a  basis  for  the  performance  of  actual   household   duties. 
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"Forsan  et  haec  olim  iuvabit" — Perchance  some  day  It  will  be  a  joy 
to  recall  even  these  things.  A  diligent  student  translates  these  lines  from 
Virgil's  Aeneid — and  wonders. 

North  Side's  foreign  language  department,  under  the  able  guidance 
of  Miss  Loralne  Foster,  offers  courses  In  three  languages — Latin,  Span- 
ish, and  French.  In  the  four  years  of  Latin  offered,  students  gain  a 
knowledge  of  Roman  history  and  culture  by  studying  the  works  of 
Caesar,  Cicero,  and  Virgil.  Instruction  In  conversational  French  gives 
novice  linguists  Immediate  returns  for  their  labor,  while  more  advanced 
groups  read  plays,  short  stories,  and  novels. 

The  two  years'  course  of  Spanish  includes  discussions  of  modern 
Spain  and  South  America  and  modes  of  life  followed  by  Spanish- 
speaking  peoples.

Ably  coached  by  Rolla  Chambers,  the  Redskin  harriers  had  another  good  cross- 
country season,  which  saw  a  new  course  record  at  Franke  Park  fall  to  thundering 
Wayne  Simon.   He  lowered  the  record  from  9:3  I   to  9:25  for  the  two  miles. 

Starting  the  season  on  Sept.  17.  the  Redskins  stopped  C.  C.  by  the  score  of  31 
to  25.  On  Sept.  20  and  28,  the  Northmen  suffered  losses  to  Laporte  and  Elkhart, 
respectively.  Simon  and  Detwiler  ran  one-two  in  these  two  meets.  In  October,  the 
Redmen  beat  C.  C,  38  to  28,  Roosevelt,  34  to  22,  and  Goshen,  25  to  22.  We  could 
only  tie  Elkhart,  28  to  28,  and  lose  to  Mishawaka,  34  to  24.

The  hiammond  Wildcats  nosed 
North,  73  to  68.
